Boise, Idaho, July 10. — Charles H. 
Moyer went on the stand today as a 
witness for his fellow-defendant. D. 
W. Haywood, and besides making 
positive denial of all the crimes at- 
tributed to him and the other Feder- 
ation lenders by Orchard, offered an 
explanation of the unsolicited ap- 
pearance of the Western Federation 
of Miners as the defender of Harry 
Orchard after Ilia arrest tit Caldwell 
for tho murder of Steunenberg.

Moyer made a self-pos- 
sessed address, and at tho end of tho 
long day the defense expressed satis- 
faction over both his testimony and 
the impression ho had probably made 
on the jury. He is a man of good ap- 
pearance and address, and his low 
pitched voice Is of pleasing tone. Ho 
displayed some nervousness when ho 
first faced the courtroom and tho 
jury, but tho examination had not 
proceeded far before ho seemed quite 
at ease. 

Ho will resume tho stand at i>.30 
tomorrow, when the state will enter 
upon its cross-examination. Hi? di- 
rect testimony took a very wide lati- 
tude, and the way is open for an 
equally wide cross-examination. Sen- 
ator Borah will bo tho state's ques- 
tioner. 

It is probable that tho examination 
of Mpyer and Haywood will take up 
all tho remainder of tho week. 

Ever since the enso against Hay- 
wood began there have been rumors 
of probability of a confession to De- 
tective McFarland.

Brit- 
ish Columbia and Prince Edward Is 
land crops will suffer. Cherries, fair 
crop; sweet varieties very light 
Grapes make good growth everywhere 
The lateness of the. season has dislo- 
cated tho small fruit trade most seri- 
ously. Strawberries, a very short crop 
General outlook for raspberries, a 
light crop; currants, especially rod, 
yielding well whoro bushes are. pro 
tooted from worm. There is less risk 
gin growing the currant than any other 
of tho small fruits. Gooseberries, 
-medium to full crop. Blackberries, 
medium crop. The late spring has 
very seriously reduced tho aggregate 
of tomatoes. One correspondent re- 
ports tho loss of 500,000 plants.

Facts for Smokers 

Physicians, chemists and physiolo- 
gists" (many of them smokers them- 
selves) agree that smoking before ma- 
turity is reached always leads to a 
waste of nerve power aqd brain force, 
and thus squanders life by weakening 
tho very centre of strength. 

In all Lord Wolseley's campaigns he 
made it a rule, where possible, to al- 
low each soldier one pound of tobacco 
per month, which he considered a fair 
allowance. In Italy the military au- 
thorities recognize the weed as one of 
tho comforts essential to tho troops, 
and cigars are served out to them 
with their daily rations. 

In France there are 0,000,000 smok- 
ers, and of every fifteen there are 
eight who smoke a pipe five who smoke 
cigars, and only two who are cigarette 
smokers. Still, the French consume 
more than 800,000,000 cigarettes a 
year, or enough to go around the world 
500 times if they were placed end to 
end in a line. 

In the total quantity of tobacco 
grown the United Slates rivals Cuba 
and the Philippine Islands combined. 
British India is not very far behind 
the States. It takes 0,500,000 acres to 
grow the world's tobacco. Louisville 
is the largest tobacco market in the 
world. 

The best cigars manufactured come 
from Cuba, tlie tobacco lor which is 
cultivated in the famous Vuelta de 
Abajo district, west of Havana. This 
favored spot is located on the banks 
of a river, the nature of the soli be- 
ing such that in no other part of the 
world can leaves of such excellence 
he produced. Tlie most expensive ci- 
gars made cost about $7.50 each. The 
largest cigars come from the Philip- 
pine Islands, some of them being IS 
Inches in length. Italy has the repu- 
tation of manufacturing some of the 
strongest smokes in the world. 

A good cigar will burn slowly and 
equally; tho weed that smolders up 
one side is of inferior quality. The 
color of the asli is not an accurate 
guide, but if tlie ash displays a black 
lip," a thin dark line around tho edge 
nearest the mouth, it is proof positive 
of an indifferent cigar. The ash of a 
good cigar should also stand well, if 
Lho leaf of a cigar has a greasy ap- 
pearance, or shows green blotches, or 
is of a pale, sickly yellow, the wrap- 
per is made of inferior tobacco; the 
wrapper is a certain criterion

NATURE OF LIGHTNING. 

Discoveries Made Through Use of 
Camera at Smithsonian Institute. 

Remarkable studies of the nature of 
lighting have been made by a gifted 
Danish- American oxperhnonter under 
the auspices of the Smithsonian In- 
stitution. Not only lias it been learn- 
ed that lightning flashes tire made up 
of innumerable shorter flashes, and 
that streaks of lightning' are really 
linked, or chain lightning, but the ex- 
istence of black or Invisible lightning 
has been ascertained. The genius 
wl has taken lightning for his study 
is Alexander Larson, who came to 
this country from Denmark a.' few 
years ago, and whose education in 
photography, chemistry and electricity 
was picked up at night school. 

Several years ago Larsen wrote to 
the Smithsonian Institution, enclosing 
photographs .of lightning, which he 
had taken with e common hand cam- 
era, and suggesting that If a camera 
were, so geared as lo be moved during 
lightning flashes the duration of the 
flash might bo determined and lis 
nature made clearer. Tlie institution 
became interested in tho ingcnlus im- 
migrant's work and granted h'.m a 
small sum with which to pursue his 
studies with a better equipment. 

Larson rigged up a, revolving table, 
Upon which he placed cameras in such 
position as lo catch lightning flashes 
at various phases. It was soon discov- 
ered that what is called a flash of 
lightning Is in reality u. succession of 
flashes, following one another with 
almost inconceivable swiftness and de- 
ceiving the eye with an appearance of 
oneness. Mr. Larsen counted upon 
bis sensitive plates ns many as forty 
flashes in a single streak of lightning, 
and is 'convinced that in the forty were 
scores uf swifter flashes which eluded 
tile camera. \ | 

Measurements were taken of the 
time elapsing between lho flashes or 
rushes that could be seen on the ne- 
gative. It was found that some of the 
flashes were 2-1000 of a second apart; 
The measurement was made by cnlou-- 
Intbig the width of tho film and the 
movement of each camera. 
. Many obscure things wore noted 
about these rushes of lightning, but 
the most, striking fact learned was 
that some of the rushes were not light, 
but dark.' That' is, the electric Impulse 
was there, just the same as in the 
flashes, but the camera did not catch 
any light. . '

"black" lightning,' or atmospheric, elec- 
trical discharges that arc not visible, 
and that they are mingled with dis- 
charges that are visible — the old fash- 
ioned "lightning." flow is it account- 
ed for'.' Mr. Larson's own explana- 
tion is as good as any other: 

"Tlie flash." be says, speaking of 
the flash that gives no light, "must 
have given out light, of a wave length 
much shorter than the wave lengths of 
visible light, and witli a power suf- 
ficient to render the part of the plate 
struck by its nonr sensitive to ordinary 
light. Such a flash would appear 
black on a partially illuminated back- 
ground or be invisible.", . 

in other words, "black lightning" is 
lightning of such short light waves 
that the illumination is not perceived 
by the human pye 'or by the camera. 
This litis suggested tlie thought that 
there may be light waves. of such vel- 
ocity as to be equally beyond the per- 
ception of tho eye or the camera, pro- 
ducing light so Intense that the human 
eye Is not only inoapable of perceiving 
it, but is ignorant of its existence.

Rev H. F. La flam me, traveling sec- 
retary of the Student Volunteer move- 
ment for foreign missions, who was In 
tho city Tuesday for the purposo of 
delivering an address on his chosen 
theme, lias many interesting, things to 
tell o£ his work In Britain's great eas- 
tern empire. His work during his fur- 
lough from active labors In the mis- 
sion field to which he is assigned, that 
of the Madras presidency, is visiting 
tho colleges of Lhe United States and 
Canada for the purpose of interesting 
tile young men and women In tho 
great work of evangelizing India. Se- 
curing volunteers for this warfare Is 
his work now. 

Tlie movement among the colleges 
began some 20 years ago and as a re- 
sult of the first year's efforts 2,100 
volunteered for mission work. This 
was a magnificent expression of the 
youth of the country to go out into 
the vineyard and work for the Lord. 
But, owing to the unpreparedness of 
the mission boards, a number could 
not be handled. An apathy followed 
on account of so many disappoint- 
ments, but the interest was now re- 
awakening. 

Mr. Laflamme Is endeavoring too, to 
arouse an interest in the Baptist 
church to realize Its full responsibil- 
ity In the evangelization of the world 
and ho fixes the number Of converts 
to be credited to this one church at 
200,000,000, toward which the church 
now maintains in India 700 mission- 
aries at an annual expense of $1,600,- 
UU0. His efforts are directed to in- 
creasing this army of Christian work- 
ers to 8,000, and lie hopes to see the 
Baptist church assume an obligation 
of $10,000,000 per year for the main- 
tenance of the work. Ills present work 
among the colleges is tiuito undenom- 
inational; he is engaged entirely .as a 
recruiting officer creating Interest, and 
advising volunteers to work under 
what denomination banner they favor. 
The interest is now growing rapidly. 
Last year 2,500 volunteers were en- 
rolled' and so far this year the work 
is showing greater results. 

Speaking of the social religious and 
political life of India, ho said that 
within the last twenty-four months 
there had been a complete revolution 
throughout the empire. There had 
been more agitation than had taken 
place in 24 years previously. Tho 
country was on the eve of a great .na- 
tional upheaval, the force and trend of 
which will not be foretold. 

There was a great army of political 
malcontents who were spreading tho 
seeds ot discord and political anarchy. 
When William J. Bryan visited India 
In his world's tour, he came in contact 
with many of the educated Indians 
who were seeking to establish self- 
government, who looked upon the pre- 
sent British institutions as iniquitous, 
wicked and unrighteous, but as a re- 
sult of his investigations he concluded 
their unfitness for self-government 
too apparent for serious consideration. 
The responsibility of self-government 
would rest in the Mohammedan, the 
control of the country. The Hindus 
and Budhlsts would resist their claims 
to political supremacy and anarchy 
would reign throughout. Responsible 
government in India would not be un- 
like opening the doors of every cage 
in a great menagerie and permitting 
all the aggregation of ferocious beasts 
to enter the arena together, the fight 
would be fast and furious and dread- 
ful, resulting In the survival, perhaps, 
of the great Bengal tiger, but he 
would bo solitary and alone. 

In India, the sects and casts, who 
under no circumstances would mingle 
or in intimacy, or have political or so- 
cial intercourse or co-operate in any 
movement would fly at each other and 
end in extermination. In conversation 
with the Educated Indians, who were 
the political malcontents, he had often 
asked them why not at once establish 
responsible government. 

He asked, "What are your total 
numbers ?" 

The answer would bo "350,000,000." 
"Wha* Is the entire strength of Bri- 
tish military forces In India?" 
"7f>,000 men." 

"And how many officers?" 
Answer, "1,200." 

"Then why not seize this handful of 
men and organize your government?" 

The questions and answers show to 
them the difficulty to face. Those 
sects and creeds not engaged In the 
revolution would be against It, and 
success would be Impossible. Then, 
too, the Illiteracy of the country was 
a big .factor. Not 6 per cent, of the 
population could read or write, but 
they were Impregnated with all the 
bitterness of race prejudices, hatreds 
and superstitions, all of which must 
be first brought into national har- 
mony before responsible government 
was to be thought of even as a remote 
possibility. 

It was not generally known, but it 
was true, nevertheless, that Britain 
was handing over to the capable nnd 
educated Indians as much of the po- 
litical power of the country as they 
could handle, and more, was so diplo- 
matically handling the antagonistic 
factions that they did not clash or 
meet in conflict. A great many respon- 
sible posts of office were now held by 
educated Hindus; In fact execpfthe 
critically superior officers all were 
open to the Hindus. There wore mu- 
nicipal institutions which were elec- 
tive, somewhat like county councils to 
which the Indian was eligible. 

There was a manifest dissatisfaction 
with what might bo called a land tax 
or, land rental. All lands were held by 
the government, but the complaint 
was not weil founded for the occupier 
of lands paid only a very small rental 
for their property. There was also a 
salt tax, the manufacture of salt bring 
a government monopoly. .There was 



an excise tax on wines, spirits and 
malt liquors and a 5 per cent, revenue 
tax. " 

The facts were that India was tho 
cheapest governed country in the 
world, and that British control was 
the only fitting rule to maintain peaco 
among so many hostile camps, creeds, 
and casts. 

While thoro were but three great 
religions, tho Hindus, tho Mohamc- 
dans and Budhlsts, there are 17 dif- 
ferent races speaking 200 languages, 
and these again represent at least 
100,000 hostile camps, each ready to 
fly at the others throats and wage 
war to extermination. This was the 
problem Britain had to dear with, and 
this was the problem she so success- 
fuly handled as to maintain national 
political peaco. 

Mr. Laflamme Is located in his work 
in Madras to which post he will short- 
ly return. He says that notwith- 
standing missionary work has been 
going on In India for two centuries 
there are 100,000,000 Indians who 
have never yet heard the name of 
Jesus Christ and would stand with 
open mouthed wonder if you were to 
speak of him, his life or his works.

F. Carl, commissioner of the Imper- 
ial Chinese customs at Nanking, who 
two years ago accompanied Prince Pu 
Luii, of China, to the St. Louis exhi- 
bition, representing the Chinese gov- 
ernment, arrived by the steamer Tango 
Maru Tuesday to spend a furlough of 
two years in the United States. Mr. 
Carl, who has spent many vears In the 
Chinese customs service,- said that 
never had he seen as much progress 
toward genuine reform In China as in 
the last year, The political situation 
continued interesting, and although it 
was not improbable that an cmeute 
might follow the death of the empress 
dowager, now an old woman, there 

| was little dunger of any rising such as 
the boxer outbreak. China was 
troubled by revolutionists at the pre- 
sent time, and .there was considerable 
business in contraband arms. Tho 
rising reported from south China was 
not, however, regarded as a serious 

movement. - 

A short time, before leaving, Mr. 
Carl, in common with other members 
of the customs staff, received a notifi- 
cation that a steamer was reported to 
have left tho North Pacific coast of 
the United States with a cargo of arms 
for revolutionists and the customs of- 
ficials were cautioned by Viceroy Yuan 
Shlh Kal to keep a close watch. 

i Nothing was learned of tho alleged 
contraband-carrier. Some time be- 
fore a large shipment of contraband 

j arms, rifles, bayonets nnd ammunition 
consigned to a German firm at Tien- 
tsin was seized by the customs. A

"These arms," said Mr Carl, were 
being imported mostly by revolution- 
ists, but it was not considered that 
any revolutionary movement could bo 
successful against the Chines govern- 
ment The government was too strong 
for that The modern Chinese army 
was a strong one, and Viceroy Yuan 
Slhi Kal, one of the most influential 
men of China, was adding to its 
power. The viceroy had recently been 
the but of some political intrigue at 
Peking, and while his Influence might 
have been somewhat weakened he was 
still one of tho most powerful, if not 
the most powerful, of the great satraps 
of China 

Dr Sun Yat Sen, the revolutionist, 
who had been living in Japan, and who 
was reported to have been behind the 
rebel government in tho south, was 
reported before Mr. Carl left China to 
be In Hongkong It was not consid- 
ered likely that he was at the back 
of this recent movement As long as 
he made no trouble it was not likely 
that he would be Interfered with at 
Hongkong, but If. he fomented trouble 
to the knowledge of tlie authorities of 
the colony it was not improbable that 
ho would be deported as he was from 
Tokio 

The recent move appointing two 
Chinese commissioners did not mean 
that the charge of the customs was to 
be taken from Sir Robert Hart, tho 
veteran chief of the service Tlie 
customs service had more or less deal- 
ing with the Chinos government 
through tho Walpupu, or Tsung-li- 
yamen, and the appointment of two 
commissioners was done to simplify 
Intercourse with tho Chinese govern- 
ment Of late more Chinese had been 
added to the staff than previously. 
Tho reports that Sir Robert Hart in- 
tended to retire were not considered 
correct by Mr, Carl. 

Mr. Carl is accompanied by Mrs Carl 
on his journey home. His sister, Miss 
Carl, who Is a noted artist, recently 
spent two years with tho empress 
dowager at Peking, and while there 
painted the large oil painting of the 
ruler of China which was exhibited at 
the St. Louis exhibition. She has 
also written a book describing the life 
of the empress dowager of China and 
her court.

No 
word has been received yet 03 to the 
results, but the Pioneer predict thai 
operations Will be started on the pro- 
perties within two weeks. 

Last Thursday the new No. 3 ore- 
crusher, located at the Granby's Vic- 
toria shaft headworks, was turned 
over for tho first time. It Is of the 
giant type, taking a piece of ore 36x42 
inches, two of which are now In usi 
by the Granby, and another of which 
has been ordered for the same com- 
pany's Gold Drop outlet. The Victoria 
crusher is operated by two 75 h.p. elec- 
tric motors. 

Diamond drilling has been discon- 
tinued for the present at the Granby 
mines, but will be resumed before long. 
Meantime Boyles Bros, will do some 
drilling at the Holden mine, Lake Che- 
lan, Wash., on which J. P. Graves nnd 
associates have an option. It is un- 
derstood to be a large copper propo- 
sition, but at present inaccessible as 
far as transportation is concerned.

Incidentally Mr. Maclean reports 
that while a few years ago Canada ex- 
ported no newspaper at all to Japan, 
last year the official returns showed a 
total 'amounting to no less than 45,000 
yen, all of It from the Ottawa district.

BAPTIST MISSION WORK 

Appeal Made to International Con- 
vention at Spokane 

Spokane, Wash., July 10. — Delegates 
representing 28 states in the Union and 
every province and territory in Canada 
at the closing session of the 16th In- 
ternational convention of the Baptist 
Young People's Union of America, In 
Spokane, pledged congregations with 
a combined membership of 3,220,000 to 
raise an aVinual fund of $10,000,000 for 
the evangelization of 200,000,000 
heathens in India and Africa, follow- 
ing an address by Rev. Dr. H. F. La- 
flamme, missionary In India for the 
provinces of Quebec and Ontario, on 
"Tho Missionary Opportunity of the 
Twentieth .Century." The resolution 
Oft'ared by the speaker was adopted by 
unanimous vote without debate, and 
the action of the convention was 
greeted by prolonged cheers by more 
than 5,000 men and women gathered in 
the state armory. 

Dr. Laflamme made an unexpected 
attack on donominatlonallsm in tho 
course of his address, declaring that 
the reason the entire world has not 
been evangelized is because the Pro- 
testant faith is divided Into many 
sects. lie urged upon the -Baptist 
church to do its share, adding: 

"We have been tottering and fool- 
ing with our missions and the time 
has come when wc must settle, 
down to business. ..We should havo 
at least 8,000 missionaries in our out- 
posts. People are looking for' some 
substitute to take the place of war. 
1 ask you to put missionary work In 
that place, for it is war If ever there 
was one. 

"The thing which is now keeping 
God from the heart of India and from 
the heart of Africa is denominational- 
Ism. Tho only way in which we can 
win this battle is to evangelize the 
world In this generation. AVe must get 
together, forget our little differences, 
stand shoulder to shoulder as the 
church of God and fight the common 
foe, paganism, 

This work has to be done, and if you 
Baptists prove to be laggards, if you 
do not do your duty when the judg- 
ment day comes, I shall bring up the 
matter before the throne of God. It 
Is your duty and you must attend to 
It. 

"Conventions to try to settle upon 
some creed which will he acceptable 
to all can do no good. You must do 
what we missionaries have done over 
yonder — -realise that we worship but 
ono God. 

"Tho denominations are keeping us 
from victory. They are tying up in 
many churches and In many equip- 
ments the money that should go to the 
support of that army of Christian 
workers in the field. The churches 
must unite, and in uniting they must 
hand Into one great army that will 
sweep victorious around the world." 

TRAGEDY AT BULLION. 

Bullion, B.C., July 0.— The residents 
of Bullion and neighborhood wore 
thrown Into a slate of excitement on 
Sunday evening by the news of a 
shooting affray in the Japanese camp. 
The Japanese are q.ia'iered in newly 
erected buildings at tho lower end of 
tho camp. 

About half past seven, several Jap- 
anese were seen running in lhe direc- 
tion of tho hospital to summon a doc- 
tor. One informed some whites that a 
Japanese had been shot. 

Dr. Boyd and several residents were 
quickly on tho spot and found a Jap- 
enose, Kondo, lying on tho floor of the 
bunkllOUse, being attended by one of 
the others. He seemed in a bad way, 
having received three wounds, one in 
the loft side of the neck, one In the 
abdomen and the other in the leg. 

His assailant, Y. Mlkanil, was im- 
mediately arrested by Mr. Lovorldge, 
mine foreman. Ho refused to say any- 
thing about the shooting and little In- 
formation could be gleaned f>om the 
others, except that Mikami fired three 
shots with a forty-four calibre revol- 
ver, bull dog type, with the muzzle of 
the gun almost touching his victim. 

Kondo was unconscious when first 
attended by the doctor, but recovered 
somewhat later though not sufficiently 
to make any statement of the cause 
of the assault. He gradually relapsed 
Into unconsciousness and died at 12.30 
yesterday morning. 

No motive has yet been discovered 
for the crime and it is made all the. 
more unaccountable by the fact that 
as a rule the Japanese working here 
have in the past been most peaceable 
and contented. 

The victim of the assailant came 
from Vancouver. 

, The Inquest will bo held this even- 
ing by Coroner Stephenson of Quesnol 
Forks.

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THE MOTORISTS 

Complaint after complaint reaches 
the Colonist in regard to the care- 
lessness of men In charge of motor 
cars. Caution after caution has been 
given, but the desired effect lias not 
yet been attained. Much good has 
been accomplished, but even yet daily 
we are told of narrow escapes of pe- 
destrians and people, in carriages. The 
motorists may be -skillful enough, but 
this is not the question. If a horse 
is frightened so that it precipitates 
a carriage -Into the ditch and Its oc- 
cupants receiva-,injury, the damage Is 
none the less because It has been due 
to the recklessness of a skillful 
chauffeur. 

Now we want It to be most distinct- 
ly understood that tliis sort of thing 
must stop. The police are almost 
powerless, because they cannot be 
everywhere; but wo do not believe the 
press Is helpless. At any rate we pro- 
pose to And out. Therefore, we give 
the following notice: Hereafter 
when complaints arc made uf reckless 
conduct on the part of the drivers of 
motor cars by responsible citizens, we 
shall publish the names of the parties 
complained of with full particulars 
of the incident. If the names are not 
obtainable we shall endeavor to iden 
tify the culj. able individuals in some 
way. The public must be protected 
against people, who because they hap- 
pen to be in charge of a motor car 
think that the rest of the world has no 
rights, which they are bound to res 
pect. 



SOME POSTAL MATTERS 

If you happen to live in the- neigh- 
borhood of the brickyards or out on the 
Boleskin road, you can have your let- 
ters addressed to Haywood and they 
\vill bo obtainable at a post office 
within a few minutes' walk of your 
door. If you live In Victoria West, 
you can have your sent to the post of- 
fice near Russell station, if your home 
is out near Esqulmalt you can get 
them at Beaumont post oflice. If you 
live a little further on you can have 
' your letters addressed to Esquimau 
and they will he sent to the post ollice 
there. If neither of these offices hap- 
pen to suit you, perhaps you will And 
the new one about to be opened at 
tho corner of Head street and Es- 
quimau road more to your liking. In 
other words, there are now three- post 
offices and in the course of a week or 
so there will be four between Point 
Elllce bridge and the Dry Dock, , a 
distance of not more^tlian three miles. 
Against this state of things the Colo- 
nist has no complaint. We want 
.something more of the same pattern. 
First we want a post olflce at some 
convenient point In Oak Buy. This sub- 
urb is daily growing In importance, and 
the residents are entitled to tile ac- 
commodation suggested. Then we 
think there ought to be an otllce for 
the accommodation of the people in 
what Is known as the Oaklands dis- 
trict, and we are not so sure that 
there ought not to be one out near 
the Willows. We are certain that the 
public will feel much obliged to Mr. 
James Forman for bringing this sub- 
ject before the notice of the Board 
of Trade and in that way directing 
public attention to it. 



RAIL CONNECTION. 

Mr. Drury favors us with another 
letter, ile thinks that wo have -not 
been fair to him in representing that 
he is in favor of a policy of delay. We 
take his word for it that ho is just as 
much in favor of prompt action as we 
are, and are sorry to have put him in 
a false light.. We think this has oc- 
curred because we have not quite- 
understood each other. Mr. Drury 
seems to have been under the Impres- 
sion that the Colonist has been agitat- 
ing for tho immediate construction of 
a. bridge at Seymour Narrows, where- 
as what, we have been working foi- 
ls "a full and exhaustive survey" by 
the Dominion government. We under- 
stood that Mr. Drury was opposing 
prompt action in respect to such a 
survey, when it appears that all he 
was .objecting to was the immediate 
construction of a bridge. We wish 
it distinctly understood — it is not neces- 
sary to say this to Mr. Drury because 
lie knows it already, that we have no 
quarrel whatever with our correspond- 
ent upon any of the points involved. 
Ho knows that we understand him to 
bo working for the same result as we 
arc. The differences of opinion be- 
tween us are such as are likely to 
arise In the discussion of any large 
project. 

We asked Mr. Drury some questions 
a fe^' days ago, which wo are sorry 
that ho has not found It convenient 
to answer categorically, but we must 
take what lie chooses to say and deal 
With that. Ho does not think that tho 
survey recommended by the Commis- 
sion o|i Transportation would be of 
any practical' value. He says that it 
would not havo the slightest influence 



upon the Grand Trunk Pacific, the 
Gteat Northern or the Canadian 
Northern, and he claims that there are 
ample data to show the feasibility of 
tho route. We refer to the letter Itself 
for Mr. Drury's own language. Our 
correspondent does not appear to ap- 
preciate the situation ns it was laid 
befoire tho Transportation Commis- 
sion. It was substantially ns follows: 
Four railway companies have certain 
powers, which, if they choose to exer- 
cise them, win hring their lines on to 
Vancouver Island, or, if they have not 
the powers already, they can probably 
obtain them. These companies are: 
Tho Canadian Pacific, the Grand Trunk 
Pacific, the Canadian Northern and the 
Vancouver, Westminster & Yukon. 
There is probably only one good route 
whereby the Island can bo reached, 
and this route must he common to all 
four roads, If they wish to participate 
in the great business which will be 
developed o-n the Island. This com- 
mon route the Commission thought 
ought to be owned and operated by 
tho Dominion government, so that no 
one railway company could have a 
monopoly of it to the disadvantage of 
tho others, and so that all present and 
future companies would have free ac- 
cess over a neutral line to tho ports 
of Vancouver Island. Upon such a 
survey being made tho government 
would be In a position to say if the 
route, which would he followed, pos- 
sessed such advantages that all the 
transportation companies, having lines 
in central or northern British Colum- 
bia, would be likely to want to use it. 
If this fact were established, the gov- 
ernment might then announce that it 
would supply such a line, and we 
venture to say that such a declaration 
would havo a potent Influence upon the 
policy of all the railway companies 
mentioned and of others now in pro- 
cess or organization. Mr. Drury thinks 
that existing data show the feasibil- 
ity of the route, which is quite true, 
but there is a difference between mere 
feasibility and great practical advan- 
tage. We regard it as highly 
probable, that such a survey as 
the Commission recommended would 
show such an improvement over 
the route followed by Mr. Marcus 
Smith that the government would be 
at once justified in determining upon 
the construction of the line to connect 
the Mainland and the Island. If the 
data at present available demonstrate 
that a first class route exists, then we 
think the DomKilon government ought 
long ago to have been urged to take 
up the question of constructing such a 
connection, so that all the railway 
companies might know that It would be 
available to them. We do not mean 
that construction should be begirn, 
but that the government should de- 
clare its policy to be to construct It. 

Our correspondent asks us some 
questions, which we shall refer to very 
tbrlefly, although they do not appear 
to be exactly pertinent to the discus- 
sion at the present stage. We be- 
lieve It is the duty of the provincial 
government to devise a railway policy, 
in which the connection of Victoria 
with the great northwestern section 
of the province ought to form a part. 
What shape government assistance 
ought to take is a matter for consider- 
ation. Times have changed since the 
British Columbia project was before 
tho public and even since Mr. E. G. 
Prior's plan was proposed, so that the 
Colonist does not feel itself called upon 
now to advocate assistance of the same 
nature as it favored then. Wo are 
very heartily in favor of the principle 
of a judicious guarantee of the bonds 
of railway companies. Tills plan proved 
a great success in Manitoba, and cost 
the province nothing. it could under 
wise precautions be just as great a suc- 
cess in this province. Mr. Drury's 
fourth question Involves the discussion 
of other things than tho desired rail- 
way, and so we leave it unanswered. 

AN APPEAL 

Christ Church, Fernle, wants to erect 
a hall equipped with attractions for 
young men, so that they win have 
some other places of resort than sa- 
loons, gambling dens and brothels. It 
says that Pernio cannot provide the 
money. We think tile Crow's Nest 
Pass company could well afford to do 
so. Wo believe it Is the duty of cor- 
porations employing hundreds of nun 
to havo some care for their physical 
and moral welfare. If the company 
has been appealed to and has not given 
a. favorable response, it lias failed in 
Its duty; and If the rich men who own 
stock in tho company have not come 
forward with the needed assistance to 
the church In its praiseworthy under- 
taking, they have failed In their duty. 
But that does not lessen the duty of 
the people in other places. Fernle has 
many things to provide and not too 
much money to pay for them. In 
tlie proponed work the Church of Eng- 
land deserves help from other more 
fortunately situated places. We ask 
the people of Victoria to send in sub- 
scriptions. In view of tho many peo- 
ple to whom an appeal has been made, 
we do not suppose that large individual 
amounts are needed, and it would he 
hotter any way for a number of peo- 
ple to give small amounts, as it would 
show that the Interest in tho work) is 
Widespread. If any Colonist readers 
care to contribute they may send the 
money to this paper and It will lie for- 
warded to the rector of Fernle.

Judgment will be giv- 
en In the case with tho Esqulmalt 
water company In tho course of a short 
time, but may we venture to ask what 
tho city council Is doing In the moan- 
while? If the judgment is favorable 
to the city, have the mayor and alder- 
men made up their minds what to do? 
If It Is unfavorable to the city, what 
do they propose to suggest? Those 
questions can just as well be decided 
now as after the judgment has been 
given. The conclusions reached need 
not be made public, but the moment 
the Judgment Is known the policy of 
tho council ought to be declared.

PROVINCIAL FINANCES. 

The MoBrldo Government has abun- 
dantly JiiBtltled tlie confidence which 
has been reposed in it by the pebple of 
British Columbia. It has Justified that 
confidence In every way that will ap- 
peal to an intelligent and progressive 
public. It has refused to permit* the 
provincial domain to be appropriated by 
the federal authorities, it has declined to 
allow the assets of the people to to be- 
come the spoil of aggressive corpora- 
tions, it hl.% Insisted on the rights ol 
the province to an adequate subsidy 
from the Dominion, and when It was re- 
pulsed in its efforts to secure such a 
subsidy, It secured what amounts to an 
endorsatlon Of its claims from the Im- 
perial Parliament; it has now demon- 
strated the care and fidelity with which 
it has administered our domestic affairs, 
by placing a BUrplus of over a million 
dollars In the treasury. This financial 
achievement is In no respect of less mo- 
ment or worthy of less popular applause 
than other and perhaps more spectacular 
successes of the administration. When 
we look hack to the condition of things 
which obtained, financially, In British 
Columbia when the present uovernment 
took oflice, some four years ago, wo can 
Imivllv express more gratillcation than 
surprise at tlie manner In which the 
province has been lifted from a state of 
virtual bankruptcy to one of compara- 
tive opulence, to one at least of easy cir- 
cumstances. To accomplish this meant 
making the most of every source of re- 
venue, of pruning expenses to fractions 
and adihip'stering the contributions of 
the public with a skill hitherto unknown 
at Victoria. It will be said that the 
period of exceptional prosperity assisted 
the Government. It undoubtedly did, but 
the government In its turn did much to 
make that period of success possible and 
It took advantage of the prevailing pros- 
perity to place the public finances on a 
sound and secure basis. While the peo- 
ple made money and Increased their cost 
of living, the Government caved, and 
the result is found in the financial report 
of the fiscal \rar Just ended, which Is 
now ready for inspection by the people. 

The credit for this excellent showing 
Is largely due to Hon. Mr. Ttltlow. the 
Ilhancc> minister, who has certainly set 
an example for successors in this office. 
With the Increased funds thus at the 
disposal of tho administration we may 
well expect the initiation of provincial 
works which will contribute still more 
to the progress of British Columbia, 
and induce a period of still ereater pros- 
perity because extended over a larger 
area.

Very few who visit the Fraser river 
canneries at this time of the year 
would have any Idea, Inspecting them 
without ever having seen them in full 
swing, of the enormous activity that 
prevails there during , tho fishing sea- 
son and the manner in which hun- 
dreds of thousands - of. groat salmon 
are caught, prepared, ami turned out 
ready for the market dally, says tho 
Vancouver World. At the present time 
there Is very- ]lttle ;: wbrk going on at 
the canneries, although some engineers 
are busy .installing new machinery for 
tho season. It may seem rather early, 
but the fact is that onco the run starts 
in earnest there' is little or no time to 
havo tliis very necessary work done, 
and it has all to be completed far in 
advance of the anticipated rush. 
• Never before' In the history of the 
canneries has there been such a great 
rush to install new machinery. Of 
course every successive year lias seen 
some important improvements but the 
installation of good machinery this 
year la certainly far in advance of that 
of any other season. A very important 
item this year that is well worthy of 
mention from its importance to local 
consumers is the fact that the ar- 
rangements are so perfect that after 
the big flsh leaves the boat from which 
it was captured till handling of it ends 
then and there. 

After it is 'thrown up on the wharf 
by tlie fisherman it is handled from 
then on solely by machinery and the 
arrangements for so doing are abso- 
lutely perfect. 

Ono might visit a great many fac- 
tories or similar institutions in any 
part of tho world without finding such 
a fine array of machinery in use. Each 
machine is evidently the result of 
years of careful thought and study by 
men who have followed the business 
all their lives ami are fully aware' of 
the necessities in that line. Tho fish 
is taken from the boat by a huge con- 
veyor which actually conveys it to tlie 
inside of the building and dumps it 
down on the flour where tho operator 
Is waiting, standing before the huge 
machine known as the iron Chink. 
This singular name arises from the 
fact that the machine will easily per- 
form the work of a great many China- 
men. Xo longer will It be necessary 
to havo line after line of Industrious 
Chinamen standing before tlie benches 
waiting with knives ready for the Ilsh 
but tin; Iron Chink now does that part 
of the work. Kitted, as it. is, with 
many curious and intricate designs of 
knives and cutters, the machine takes 
the fish, as it comes from tlie water, 
and rapidly and cleanly cuts off tlie 
head, fins anil tail, and cleans the en- 
trails out. Tliis is done very rapidly, 
so rapidly that thousands of fish each 
hour will pass to the other machines. 

Then the lisli is taken to the big re- 
volving cutter which cuts it into slices 
ready for the tin. it is then carried 
on trays, fresh and clean, to the can- 
ning benches, whore it is packed Into 
cans. Passing down a long belt, the 
can is covered and finally soldered, all 
by machinery, and thoroughly cleaned. 
Passing still further down it Is cleaned 
again, and then taken over to the test 
tanks. They are big tanks of water 
whore tho cans are submerged, and, 
should they leak the least bit, are at 
once taken out and recovered. They 
aro then taken to the retorts, first 
passing through another cleaning pro- 
cess, and there, after being tested, aro 
put Into the great oven, and .allowed 
to remain an hour in about 2-10 de- 
grees' of heat. As they have previous- 
ly passed through about 150 degrees 
tills cooks the fish thoroughly, and it 
Is then ready to bo labelled. 

But to get to tho room where the 
labels are put on tho cans must go 
through another cleaning process, this 
time being finally cleaned and spray- 
ed. They aro then passed on to the 
room where they" aro labelled by ma- 
chinery, and are ready to bo packed 
up nnd sent out. 

It will ho scon that the fish is kept 
very clean in this process, and more 
and more improvements are being 
constantly Introduced to ensure clean- 
liness. A visit to tho canneries In full 
swing will well repay any one and 
convince them of tho magnitude of

Weekly Weathor Synopsis. 

Victoria Meteorological Of lice, July 3 
to 19, 1907. — During the early part of 
the week most welcome rain tell 
throughout British Columbia and the 
adjoining states of Washington and 
Oregon and recent advices received from 
all quarters Indicate that the crops in 
the various districts have been much 
benefited and that in consequence much 
better harvest Conditions may lie ex- 
pected than wert; anticipated a few 
weeks earlier. The rainfall was the 
result of a considerable decrease of 
pressure which however onlv lasted a 
couple of days, when a change took 
place and a high barometer area quickly 
developed over the southern part of 
the province and along the American 
coast, and this movement has caused a 
spell of line summer weather during the 
remainder of the week. Temperatures 
have been high in almost all districts 
on the north Pacific slope .and Winds 
have been light except on the straits 
and the outside waters where fresh to 
strong southerly winds 1 have occurred. 
Bast of the Rockies the weather has 
been variable: welcome rain lias fallen 
in almost every section and frequent 
thunderstorms have occurred. Tempera- 
tures have been about normal and crop 
prospects appear to be good.

Groat care 'was taken with tho trout 
in transit. On tho journey on board 
the Georgia the water was changed 
from time to time from a ' stock of 
hatchery water carried for the pur- 
pose. The temperature of the water 
was kept down by means of ice to 
about 47 degrees. On the journey to 
Prospect lake the trout wore most 
carefully shaded In such a way as to 
give them plenty of air, but at the 
same time guarding them from any 
undue rise of temperature. Tne trout 
vary from about an inch to perhaps an 
incli and a quarter in size. From the 
egg state to the present, the time 
taken in tho development process has 
occupied about four or live months.

TALES OF BRUTALITY 
TOLD IN POLICE COURT 



Samuel Jackson Committed for 
Trial On Charge of Attempt- * 
ed Murder 



The wife and mother-in-law of Sam- 
uel Jackson, who is charged with at- 
tempting murder were arrayed 
against him In the police court yes- 
terday morning, and both told tales 
of brutality, that in the absence of 
contradictory evidence make a seri- 
ous case against tho accused who was 
committed for trial at the next assize 
court. 

Mrs. Jemima Hunt, the injured 
woman, who | s seventy years of age, 
was able to appear in court, but the 
ordeal of examination was too rmwm 
for her, and several times she was on 
verge of collapse. She said that last 
Saturday evening while she was visit- 
ing her daughter at her residence 6 
James street and assisting her to caro 
for four children, al|l of whom were 
sick with the measles, the accused 
came home, and after asking her some 
questions about the condition of tho 
children, passed by quietly and went 
Into another room. He returned short- 
ly and without saying a word struck 
her. While she was recovering from 
the unexpected blow Jackson seized 
her by tho throat and threw her to 
the floor, after which he kicked her 
several times and pounded her head 
against a wall. Mrs. Jalckson inter- 
ferred to protect her mother, and 
Jackson then took a meat saw with 
which lie threatened to kill his vic- 
tim, if she did not go away from the 
place immediately. When she ex- 
pressed a willingness to go the accused 
changed his mind, and again threaten- 
ed to take her life. Mrs. Jackson 
took hold of her husband ami while 
they were engaged in u struggle Mrs. 
Hunt managed to get out of the house. 
On reaching the street she asked some 
men she met to go into the house and 
save he r daughter. She reached her 
own home in n slate of collapse and 
told her husband what had occurred. 
He Informed the police and caused the 
arrest of Jackson. 

Under cross-examination the wit- 
ness said that she had no previous 
trouble witli the accused nnd denied 
having ever Interfered in his family 
affairs. 

.Mrs. Jackson corroborated the evi- 
dence of her mother. 

This concluded the evidence for the 
prosecution and the accused on being 
asked If lie wished to make any state- 
ment entered into a lot of the detail 
of his domestic trouble cause of which I 
lie said was his mothor-In-law who 
had frequently attempted to induce his 
wife to leave him.

COURT MUST DETERMINE

Cwnor of House Sues for Damages 
Through Freezing of Radiators

The liability of a tenant for tlie care 
of a rented house is the point at issue 
in a suit brought by Fred B. Warren 
to recover a claim for $317.05 against 
\V. G. Wintcrburn in the County court 
before His Honor Judge Lampman 
yesterday.

DOMESTIC ID FARM 
LABOR ARE ESSENTIAL 



Capt. Phillipps-Woiley Says Lack 
of Them Will Arrest Is- 
land's Progress 



If something is not done speedily to 
supply people with domestic and farm 
labor thoro win SO on be as many peo- 
ple going out as thero aro coming in. 
It is useless to advertise the sport and 
pleasures of our country life -to people 
who, when they come here, lind that 
they have 110 time to do anything ex- 
cept their own cooking and chores." 

So said Mr. Plilllipps-Wollcy, who 
has boon in this country for about 20 
years and has just come in from a 
cruise through the Islands of the Gulf 
of Georgia, where he says all men- are 
of this way of thinking. 

He. went on to instance individuals 
who had come into the country in the 
last few years with comfortable in- 
comes, prepared to spend them bore, 
who though they were delighted with 
the country, declared that life was in- 
tolerable under the present conditions. 

Moreover, he said that these co-adi- 
Uons need not exist. The government 
was perhaps justified in keeping out 
Chinese labor. He for one wanted 
only white men here, but If tho gov- 
ernment, the trades unions or any one 
else attempted to keep out the poor 
Briton who would be glad to come to 
fill the places of domestic servants 
and laborers which our own men wont 
take, their action was unjustifiable 
and suicidal, since married men wont 
stay in a country where they have to 
wash their own dishes, 

Under present condition': farming 
was an expensive luxury, and not an 
Industr.y. Band here sells or is cleared 
for from $100 to $200 and sometimes 
$300 an acre, whilst the plowman got 
as much as $45 a month and board, 
whereas Mr. Phillipps-Wollcy himself 
would be glad to soli farmsom an Eng- 
lish railway and near a market town 
witli excellent stone buildings thrown 
in at $125 per acre and paid tlie 
ploughman only 17 shillings a week. 

Hut if we chose we had the best 
country in the world and one more at- 
tractive to the small country gentle- 
man and farm laborer than ainy other 
on earth. In England a vast number 
of men have had their incomes 
strained by the fall in land values. 
Those men can 110 longer afford to 
live as their fathers lived ami do not 
care to remain in the old homes under 
altered conditions. All they ask is the 
old life at a smaller cost and they used 
to be able to get this here, when labor 
was reasonably plentiful. A man who 
can hire men at $20 a month and thai? 
board can make a modest income out 
of farming and their Incomes will' go 
further here than they will in Eng- 
land because they need only pay for 
those things which they need instead 
of for the things (like butlers, game- 
keepers, grooms and smart clothes 
With fizzy homes and French dishes) 
which other fellows think they ought 
to have. But if the provincial govern- 
ment will not see that we get cheaper 
labor, or if tlie advertising element in- 
sists en swamping. British Columbia 
with Seattle cheap trippers who dont 
spend anything when they get here, 
British Columbia will have this class 
of Immigrant. 

Asked whether tho Gulf of Georgia 
was lllling up Mr. Philllps-Wolloy re- 
plied that the interviewer should have 
been at tho Cowlchan regatta lo see 
for himself. 

He said that tho gulf cllmato Waa 
better than that of Victoria in that tin'. 
Islands escaped Victoria's cold wi'nd 
and rarely, If over, suffered from frost; 
that every Island was taken up by 
people who could afford to make their 
properties Into paradises and that tin. 
number of smart launches and boats 
at Cowlchan told tho story of the class 
Which had settled there. 



There was 110 'doubt that men could 
make a ready good thing out of tho 
Island orchards, say $100 per acre, 
with luck and judgment, but ho con- 
sidered that tho country lent Itself 
mcst to small allotments and inten- 
sive farming. Any man could knock $1- 
a day out of tho land, but no man 
could have anything for himself if he 
paid $45 a month and board to nisi 
man, and tho captain concluded: "I 
dont .believe that l'abor wants to keep 
out the poor white man, and I shan't 
believe it even if the labor leaders tell 
mo so. ■ The lenders may say what they 
like, but If other people had the. cour- 
age to fight they would find the bulk of 
the laboring men would vote with 
them, knowing that skilled labor can- 
not continue to make big wages un- 
less there is nn abundance of cheap 
non-skilled labor to supplement its 
efforts. ■ ■' 

What the laborer really ' needs in 
this country is some effort on the part 
of capital to make his job an all tho 
\ear round job instead of paying him 
impossible prices for a few months 
and then asking him to live 011 his fftt 
durhig the .winter."

On Monday last, which hi China was 
the first day of the sixth month of 
the 27th year of Kwangsu, tho new 
anti-opium edict came Into effect and 
Chinese In Victoria are much Interest- 
ed in its enactment. AVhlle the edict 
will, of course, not be effective here, 
efforts \vll.l_bo made by prominent 
Chinese of tne local colony to put 
down opium-smoking. A branch of 
the Anti-Opium Society recently or- 
ganized at San Francisco will probably 
be organized in Victoria. This society 
proposes to furnish medicine to con- 
firmed opium smokers to counteract 
their desire for the drug of the poppy.- 

The new edict aims to put a stop 
to opium smoking within ten years. 
For tho present all opium dens In 
Chinese cities will be closed and an 
arrangement made whereby all opium 
smokers must apply In person to tho 
authorities for opium. Arrangements 
will be made so that each outfit will 
be stamped. The smoker's photograph 
will be registered at all places where 
th drug Is sold, and each smoker will 
be compelled to furnish government 
officers with tiio amount required by 
bint dally. .This amount will be grad- 
ually reduced. 



MR. MATTHEWS VISIT 

Found Much to Interest Him on Trip 
Through tho West 

Winnipeg, July 9. — AV. D. Matthews, 
or Toronto, one of the directors of 
tile C. P. R. arrived In the city today 
after completing a tour of the west. 
On being asked whether he had seen 
anything of special interest during the 
journey through the west, Mr. Mat- 
thews said: "It is impossible to make 
tho journey through the Canadian 
west without seeing a great deal of 
tile highest Interest. 
. "During the trip we went into the 
mining country, visiting Hosmer, 
Penile, Rossland, Trail and the 
Boundary country. It Is not too much 
to say that the mining interest of the 
west Is enjoying a period of much 
prosperity. General mining operations 
are being carried forward in a much 
larger way than ever before in the 
history of Canada, and in most cas- 
es with most satisfactory results. 
This is due in a considerable meas- 
ure to the new method;; of mining, 
and in particular to tho use of the 
diamond drill. The discoveries in 
Rossland were made at the time wo 
were there, and I have reason,ito be- 
lieve that ihey were as satisfactory 
as Indicated. These discoveries were 
made at low levels. 

"The fruit interests of the prov- 
ince of British Columbia are also 
being developed in a larger way than 
over before In its history. The only 
difficulty which '-may confront the 
fruit grower will be the labor sup- 
ply, if this difficulty does not appear 
there is no reas'oit: why the province 
should not furnish alb the fruit which 
will be used on the prairies of tho 
.west. The fruit -is fully equal to that 
of California, and all classes of it 
can be grown, ' including peaches, 
pears plums, cherries, apples and all 
kinds- of small fruits in abundance. 

"The first run of salmon occurred 
while we were in the province. Fish- 
ing this year has begun, and a good 
season is anticipated. 

"I found the people contented In tho 
west, and on all sides there are the 
evidences of great prosperity and ad- 
vancement.

In all businesses, no matter how 
small, a certain system is observed, 
and there is 110 reason why the house- 
wife should not adopt some simple 
rules.

Every housekeeper bus, on 
one occasion or another, experienced 
a dispute with a dishonest or perhaps 
careless tradesman, and felt a> certain 
gratification when the confronted him 
with a receipted bill when he demand- 
ed payment the second time. But there 
is also the other side; when the house- 
wife Is positive that she paid the bill 
and remembers distinctly receiving the 
receipt, but where did she put it 7 
Somo bills are on a nail In the kit- 
chen, others are thrust in a drawer, 
and .still others may bo in an old 
pitcher on the dresser; but the one in 
question cannot be found, at any rate 
not at tlic moment. Now the simplest 
possible thing is to get a box-file, and 
there are different styles of those 
which are readily procurable at the 
different department stores in their 
office supply department. One .style 
is shaped exactly like a box, is made 
of pasteboard and contains loaves 
marked alphabetically. This Is so ar- 
ranged that a great number of bills 
may be cared for under each letter 
and are to be had at a moment's no- 
tice, These' boxes are very inexpen- 
sive, varying in price from fifteen lo 
twenty- five cents each, and will hold 
the accumulated bills for several years. 
This Is a decided advantage, for the 
great majority of bills should be pre- 
served for at least two years, as fre- 
quently disputes will arise tit even this 
late date.

B. C. FRU.U GROWERS 

Interesting Business Transacted at a 
Meeting Held at Kaslo 

A meeting of the B. C. Fruit Grow- 
ers' association was held in the City 
Hall on Tuesday afternoon, says tho 
Kootenaian. President James Johns- 
tone occupied the choir with Secretary 
Brandrith of Ladner and Mr. Klpp, of 
Chilllwack, present. 

The secretary read the minutes of 
tho last meeing, held in Summerland, 
and the correspondence. 

Mr. Kipp moved a resolution en- 
dorsing the action of the board of hor- 
ticulture In refusing to allow infected 
fruit to enter the province. This was 
seconded by J. W. Cockle and carried 
unanimously. Another resolution was 
passed, dealing with the Fruit Marks 
act. There was some discussion in re- 
gard to this, centering chiefly around 
tho matter of berry boxes. 

Mr. Cockle brought up the matter 
of affiliation of local horticultural so- 
cieties with the provincial body, but 
Mr. Brandrith stated that - this had 
been tried before but unsuccessfully. 

President Johnstone, at the request 
of the secretary, went into details re- 
garding the B. C. Fruit & Produce 
Exchange, recently formed. The object 
of this exchange was to distribute the 
fruit of its members in such a way 
that they could obtain the best mar- 
ket prices. The central office had been 
located at Revelst'oke because it was 
the most central point. A salaried 
manager was stationed there and he 
kept in touch with every retail fruit 
dealer in the northwest. AVhen a 
member had a shipment about ready, 
a note was sent the manager stating 
the amount. :Tho manager looked up 
his books and wired the name of the 
point to which it should be sent. Tab 
was kept on tho different dealer's rat- 
ings and In a number of other ways 
advantages not . otherwise obtainable, I \ 
could bo had by members of tho ex- - 
change. Membership was held by 
shares, one share being allotted to 20 
people or fraction thereof at $100 pet- 
share. 

After Mr. Klpp and Mr. Brandrith 
had further enlarged upon the advan- 
tages to be obtained from the ex- 
change, It was decided to adjourn and 
hold a meeting at night, to form a 
local branch. 



Tho new school for Victoria AVest 
will be constructed not upon the In- 
dian reserve, but upon the westerly 
section of tho present site for the 
school. 

Such was the decision of the 
school board at the regular monthly 
meeting last; night. 

It was decided to proceed with the 
work immediately and the board's 
architect will be requested to be pres- 
ent at the next session to consult with 
the board. The ' school, according to 
the resolution, is not to cost more 
than 330,000. All the members of the 
board with the exception of Mrs. Jen- 
kins voted in favor of it. 

The matter was brought up 1»- Trus- 
tee Riddell, who introduced Bio fol- 
lowing resolution: "Bo it resolved 
that this board immediately proceed 
with the erection of a schoolhouso at 
AMctoria AA r est on tho most westerly 
part of the present school site not 
now occupied by the present building 
the ' cost of which shall not exceed 
130,000." 

The resolution was seconded by 
Trustee McKeown. In support of the 
proposal, Mr. Riddell stated that the 
general consensus of opinion in Vic- 
toria AVest was in favor of the pres- 
ent site. It commanded a magnifi- 
cent view of the sea and the Olympic 
mountains. 

Mrs. Jenkins did not favor such ac- 
tion. She did not believe that the 
children would spend much time in 
gazing upon the beauties of tho scen- 
ery, the sea or the Olympic mountains. 
She believed that a public meeting 
of .the residents of Victoria AA r est had 
placed themselves on record as in fav- 
or of the proposed site on the In- 
dian reserve. She thought that the 
matter should bo left until that prob- 
lem was solved. 

Trustee McKeown did not agree with* 
Mrs. Jenkins. The mooting in ques- 
tion had not been a representative 
gathering. He had been conformed by 
a number of citizens of the district 
In question that the proposed site on 
tho Indian reserve would prove dis- 
tasteful to thorn. He himself could 
not see the advantage of plavirig tho 
school in one corner of the district 
which would not be convenient for 
three quarters of the pupils in atten- 
dance. 

The resolution was p.ut to the voto 
and carried, .Mrs. Jenkins dissenting. 

Trustee Riddell proposed that tho 
rock work bo proceeded witli Immedia- 
tely and finally it was decided to in- 
vite the board's architect to be pres- 
ent at tiie next meting. 

Just what will be done to accommo- 
date tho pupils while the new build- 
ing is in course of construction was 
not stated but it was suggested that 
Semple's hall and the Baptist mission 
might be secured. The now building 
will probably consist of six room 
school with a large assembly hall 
which may ho ultillzed for two class- 
rooms when required.

R. S. Findley Seeks Damages for 
Illegal Imprisonment and 
Loss of Effects 



TAKEN FROM JAPANESE SCHOONER 



Venture Returns From the North- 
Princess May Will Sail To- 
night for Skagway 



KoLert S. Findloy, a seal Inmter of 
this city, through Messrs. Moresby 
& O'Reilly, is making a claim for 
$1,5S1 (£325) against the- Russian 
government for Illegal imprisonment, 
loss of his season's work and his ef- 
fects, as a result of being taken from 
the Japanese sealing schooner Hokusel 
Maru when that vessel was seized and 
sunk by the Russian cruiser Gromo 
boi on May 10, 1905. The claim is an 
echo of the Russo-Japanese war. The 
Gromoboi, in the course of a raid in 
the Sea of Japan, the object of which 
was the sinking of all vessels flying 
the Japanese flag, destroyed the Ko- 
kusei Maru. The claim Is being pre- 
sented through the Dominion and Im- 
perial governments, i'or whom tho 
British charga dc'affnires at St. Pet- 
ersburg is acting. As in the previous 
sealing claims against the Russian 
government, some of which still re- 
main unpaid, tho Czar's government 
refrained from answering when the 
claim was presented and pressure is 
to be brought to bear to secure an 
answer. 

Yesterday Messrs. Moresby & 
O'Reilly received tho following letter 
dated July 4, from F. Pellctier, acting 
under secretary of state for Canada: 
"With reference to the claim put for- 
ward by Mr. Findley against the Rus- 
sian government, I have the honor to 
I inform you that his excellency tho 
-governor-general Is advised by Lord 
Elgin that no answer having been re- 
ceived from tint government, Ills Maj- 
, esty's ambassador at St. Petersburg 
; has been instructed to take such steps 
r as ho properly can to expedite a re- 
; ply."

The Hokusel Maru was then 
taken In tow by the Gromoboi. Short 
ly afterward the scaling vessel was 
torpedoed and sunk. 

The Victoria sealer, who is now 
claiming to be recompensed for his 
loss, was thrown Into prison at Vlad- 
ivostok on the arrival of the Gromoboi 
at the fortress, then the base of a 
Russian squadron, He was later placed 
on 'board the prison ship Argoon and 
held there for 21 days, being fed on 
poor diet. After his imprisonment 
on the Argoon lie was handed over 
to tho military officers and was sent 
to the garrison at Medvied, where 
for 30 days he was detained, and fi- 
nally freed, without funds or anything 
else but ii passport authorizing him to 
leave Russia. 

After making his way across Siberia 
nnd Europe, Mr. Findley finally made 
his way back to Victoria, In company 
with a fellow prisoner, and ho has 
since been engaged in sealing. R. 
McNeill, George McCamlsh and Capt. 
Thompson, who were also taken from 
Japanese scalers sunk by the Russian 
warships, were taken back from Vlad- 
ivostok to Japan alter being released. 
They aro now engaged on Japanese 
sealirg craft. Capt. Thompson is 
now on the sealing schooner Kinsel 
Maru No. 1, owned by the Trans- 
oceanic Fishing company of Hakodate, 
and engaged In sealing off the Alaskan 
coast.

WANGARD IS READY 

Steamer Delayed for Two Months 
Owing to Fire in Colliery 

Tho steamer Wangard, a German 
freighter chartered by tho Wellington 
Colliery company to carry a cargo of 
coal from Comox to Guayamas, Mexi- 
co, arrived in Royal Roads yesterday 
loaded to ship a crew from Esquimau. 
Tho Wangard was at Chemalnus in 
May when the fire took place at No. 
4 slope, and was delayed as a result. 
Now that normal operations have 
been resumed at the mine the com- 
pany has managed to load tho vessel, 
as well as supply tho many vessels 
coming for coal previously contracted 
for.

T ROYAL WRECK 
IS TO BE 



Remnant of Sternwheeler to Be 
Removed from Channel — Two 
Killed by Explosion 



Tho marine department has notified 
Capt. Johnson, of the wrecked Mount 
Royal, of tho Hudson's Bay company, 
to have the remains of the vessel 
blown from out of tho way of other 
craft, by dynamite. So fur as heard 
no other bodies have been located. 
Further advices regarding the disaster 
received in private dispatches show 
that Chief Engineer Madlgan and his 
assistant, Mr. Good, had ver;. narrow 
escapes from the wreck. Mr. Madlgan 
floated down tho canyon on isoiiie de- 
bris and clung to it rock for four 
hours before ho was rescued. A dis- 
patch from Aberdeen cannery, at the 
mouth of the Skeena river, says: 

"First Officer Lewis and Fireman 
Frayne were killed by the explosion of 
the boiler of the Mount Royal. The 
explosion occurred when the vessel 
turned turtle and the members of the 
crew were carried under. 

"Joseph Offut, deckhand of the Mount 
Royal, said that when he was float- 
ing through the Canyon on the wreck- 
age ho saw Purser O'Koefc swimming 
bravely towards him, but tho young 
man was carried under In a whirlpool 
and disappeared. Offut was on tho 
upper deck handling linos when tho 
vessel turned completely over, carry- 
ing him under. When he came to 
tho surface ho found himself near 
somo wreckage, and with other per- 
sons ho climbed on the upturned bot- 
tom of tho boat. 

"A small boat with two lady pas- 
sengers, Mrs. Phillips and Miss Torn- 
llnson arrived at Esslngton early this 
morning, having traveled nearly all 
night. They were brought down by 
Indians and two of the deckhands. 

A larger canoe, with part of the crew 
nnd several other passengers, arrived 
at 10 o'clock this morning, bringing 
also the body of Steward Willis. Tho j 
remains were turned over to W. A. 
Wadhams, who will have tho . body 
placed in a sealed coffin for forward- 
ing to relatives of the young man at 
Victoria. Tho body will bo sent by 
the Princess Beatrice, which passed 
here this morning on her way north. 

"The survivors who arrived today 
declare that It was simply miraculous 
that everyone aboard was not drown- 
ed. All speak In glowing terms of 
tho bravery and presence of mind of 
Captain Johnson and tho splendid dis- 
cipline of tho crew during tho few 
minutes of Imminent peril. 

"It Is believed that the engines of 
tho vessel can bo recovered from the 
after part of the hull, which Is strand- 
ed on a bar at tho font of tho Can- 
yon. Tho steamer Northwest, which 
has for several days been undergoing 
repairs hero for Injuries to her bow 
from striking on tho same rock which 
brought tho end of the. Mount Royal, 
will leave tomorrow for Hnzelton. The 
Hudson's Buy steamer on the Stlcklno 
Is coming down this afternoon to take 
tho Skeena run for tho remainder of 
tho season." 



Yokohama and Honolulu and par 
out those who are to land at. Victoria 
and those who are to go to Vancouver. 
Other representatives of tho company 
In Japan arrango the number of the 
squads sent across the Pacific by every 
steamer. Of lato these squads have 
been gradually growing In size. 

In April the 'number of Japanese 
brought from Yokohama totalled 241. 
There were more than twice that num- 
ber In the following months, 517 In all, 
and next month, June, the total reach- 
ed 805. Tho arrivals during July bid 
fulr to exceed all previous totals. Al- 
ready GOO have been landed, and but 
one-third of the month has passed. 
The Tango Maru from Yokohama and 
tho NIngchow from Liverpool via 
Yokohama, brought 356, while the 
Japanese liner also had 17G for Seat- 
tle. The French steamer Amlral 
Jauregulberry also landed 250 at Van- 
cauvor. At Honolulu the steamer 
Kumerlo chartered by a syndicate of 
JaiKi'nese boarding house keepers Is 
leading a larger contingent than has 
been seen In this port since tho mem- 
orable arrival of the tramp steamer 
Dalnyvostok some years ago with 1,200 
Japanese crowded about 'icr rusted 
Iron decks and with many sick below 
with berl-be'rl. The number to bo 
brought by the Ktimcrle is variously 
stated at from 1,000 to 1,000. Honolulu 
papers recently received stated tickets 
had been sold for 1,000. The steamer 
Tartar, due tomorrow, has another 
contingent; the Empress of China, 
which will leave Yokohama today and 
is due on July 22nd, Is expected to 
bring still more, while the Aki Maru 
of the Nippon Yusen Kalsha line 
which left Yokohama yesterday, is 
bringing a largo contingent. 

It is expected that the arrivals from 
Yokohama and Honolulu during this 
month will not be less than 2,500 In 
all. 

IC Ishii, director of the commercial 
bureau of the Japanese foreign office, 
is expected to leave Tokio shortly for 
Victoria to investigate matters In 
connection with the Immigration of 
Japanese to this coast. 

It seems that while Immigration into 
British Columbia on the part of the 
Japanese is increasing so rapidly it is 
at tile same time decreasing to tho 
United States. More stringent regula- 
tions were recently promulgated with 
regard to immigration of Japanese into 
the United States, but since tho enact- 
ment of the new Canadian-Japanese 
treaty the Dominion cannot place any 
restriction upon incoming Japanese. 

Charles W. Snyder of tho United 
States Immigration service, in an in- 
terview regarding immigration of 
Japanese to the United Stales said: 

"The law passed by the United 
States congress recently making it 
compulsory for Japanese entering tho 
country to have a passport from tho 
Japanese government direct has re- 
duced the influx of the llttfe) brown 
men. The emperor of Japan appears 
disposed to discourage the coming of 
Japanese to America In such great 
numbers, nnd is giving out but a lim- 
ited number of passports, acting, I 
suppose, on the theory that the more 
that come to tho United States tho 
more room there will be for race fric- 
tion and International complications."

At 
Claxton on the Skeena river a large 
wharf is to be built capable of ac- 
commodating the largest steamers ply 
ing to the north at any stage of the 
tide. 

From Port Esslngton news was 
brought that a contract Is being signed 
for tho erection of a large hotel to be 
known as the Grand Pacific, which 
will be the finest of tho kind in the 
north. It will contain all modern Im- 
provements, with telephones to the 
rooms, electrte light,- etc. News was 
given by recent rjarrlvals down tho 
Skeena that business Is very brisk In 
tho northern Interior.

TO CHASE OUTLAWS 

United States Government to Seek to 
Capture Alleged Murderer 

Last fall when tho United States 
Thetis returned from Alaskan waters 
news was given in these columns of 
an alleged murder by tho captain of 
a whaling vessel who left his vessel 
and took up his residence with his na- 
tive wife and family on; the Arctic 
coast. In this connection a, Nome des- 
patch says: "That the United States 
government is determined to put a 
stop to tho brutalities which have been 
committed by the captains of whaling 
vessels In tho Arctic ocean is demon- 
strated in the fact that captain O. M. 
Munger will bo stationed at Dutch 
harbor all summer, subject to a call 
from the Nome authorities, while the 
revenue cutter Thetis will patrol tho 
Bering sea and tho waters leading in- 
to the Arctic ocean. 

An effort will be mado to capture, 
captain KUnkenberg, the notorious sea 
"bandit, who is alleged to have shot the 
engineer of his ship while tho latter 
was lying in his bunk at a point near 
Banks Land. It is also alleged that 
KUnkenberg afterwards killed two oth- 
er men, who were witnesses to his 
crime. In tho winter ho was report- 
ed to be 'still at Point Barrow. 

An end is to be put to the practice 
of carrying native crews on tho whal- 
ers and especially women, and that 
the natives will bo given protection 
in other ways. 

Tho Russian government will also 
have a couple of cutters patrolling tho 
coast of Siberia, and tho Illicit whis- 
key vending to tho natives, which has 
been responsible for so many murders 
and other crimes, will bo stamped out 
Tho whalers have been in the habit 
of shipping whiskey in coal oil cans 
and boxes marked "Canned Beef." 

Tho practice of giving whiskey to 
the natives in exchange for their furs 
and whalebone leads them to spend the 
summer months • in wild orgies of 
drunkenness, and as a result no prov- 
ision is made for the coming winter, 
when food is scarce. Then follows a 
long period of starvation and hard- 
ship and a consequent decrease in 
population.

Bail Connection and Seymour NarrowB 
Bridge. 

Sir. — I strongly protest against til 
manner in which you have misrepresent 
ed my position In regard to rail con- 
nection in your editorial of Tuesday 

At no time have I said one word in 
favor or a "policy of waiting" in re- 
gard to this project. It was only with 
regard to the bridge at Seymour nar 
rows that 1 said anything about "wait- 
ing." 

My position in this matter was clear 
lv defined in an interview given to youi 
paper on the 13th of February last, when 
a member of your staff called on me 
for an expression of my views. 

Here is what I said at that time 
speaking of rail connection: "It ougb 
to be carried out at the earliest pnsslbl 
date. I think In the past too much 
attention has been paid to a bridge at 
Seymour narrows. That will come in 
duo time;, but we need the railway first 
and wo will get It first." 

1 then proceeded in the interview re 
ferred to, to illustrate how ferries had 
been successfully operated in a num- 
ber of other places and how in the 
course of time they had subsequently 
given place to tunnels and bridges. 

My views as given In February arc 
exactly the same now, that is, to go 
ahead and get the railway first and then 
we will get tiie bridge in duo time an 
has happened in other places. 

That I submit is a sane position tc 
take on this question. However, in youi 
editorial of Sunday, dealing with my 
remarks on this proposed bridge at 
Seymour Narrows, you take straight Is- 
sue with me and say that we ought to 
"act now." 

You criticize my position as belonging 
to "to-morrow," but notwithstanding 
your views I strongly maintain that it 
is a mistake to concern ourselves so 
much at present about the bridge. 

Take the case of tho Quebec bridgo 
which Mr. McPhillips is so fond of tak- 
ing as a precedent for what ought to bo 
done in British Columbia. Not only 
were there three railways there on the 
spot ready to use the bridge before it 
was commenced, but the enterprise was 
already subsidized by the provincial 
government of Quebec and by the city 
of Quebec, before any assistance was 
given by the Dominion government. 
But there Is not yet even one railway 
within hundreds of miles of Seymour 
Narrows, nor has the first nVavo been 
made by' our provincial government. 

if a deputation went from hero to 
Ottawa at the present time to urge up- 
on the Dominion government the build- 
ing of a bridge at Seymour Narrows it 
would be the laughing stock of the 
whole Dominion.

MUST CARRY GOLD 

Alaska Steamship Company Will Can- 
col Mai! Contract Rather Than 
Carry Treasure 

Tiie steamer Jefferson, which arriv- 
ed from SUagway at Seattle a few 
days ago, brougni $600,000 in gold 
dust sent by mail from the north, and | wnst 
tho Alaska Steamship company lias 
refused to carry further shipments as 
mall. A ' Washington dispatch says 
the United Stales postal authorities 
insist that the gold be carried, 

Owing to the high rate charged by 
the express companies, miners in Al- 
aska have this year Lit- mi sdn'dln'g' th'e 
gold to Seattle by registered mall. By 
the terms of the postal regulations ail 
pack-ages by mail must nut exceed four 
pounds and the bullion lias been sealed 
In cans of this' weight. Tile gold bus 
been carried in ordinary mail sacks 
and has been the occasion of much 
perturbation on the part of the ship's 
officers, who are unused to Hie nighl 
of so much wealth handled carelessly 
as tllb mail matter usually is In the 
northern country. 

When It was learned that the gold 
\vns being refused by the steamship 
companies, Acting Second Assistant 
Postmaster-General Holloday investi- 
gated Hie contract the government 
had with the Alaska Steamship com- 
pany and decided that Hie company 
could be forced to carry the gold. He 
wired President Peabody to that ef- 
fect.

Now us to some questions you asked 
me, about the importance and value of 
the survey recommended by the trans- 
portation commission, I have no hesita- 
tion in saying, that under present cir- 
cumstances, it would be of little or no 
practical value in solving tho railway 
situation In B.C. It would not have 
the slightest influence upon the Grand 
Trunk Pacific or the Great Northern 
(V. V. and E. ) , because those two com- 
panies are now engaged on their surveys 
and have them well advanced, construc- 
tion also being In progress on one of 
these lines. 

Then wo have the Canadian Northern 
which has already reached Edmonton. 
As to this company there Is no doubt 
that wliiie thev would bo glad to make 
use of the Information obtained from 
such a survey, it would not however be 
a determining factor witii them, for the 
president of Hie company lias already- 
declared the intention of tile company 
to reach the coast at tho earliest pos- 
sible date.

London, Julv 10.— -The correspondent 
of the Daily Telegraph, at the Hague, 
'sends in a column despatch which 
purports to retlect the views prevail- 
ing there on the Japanese-American 
situation, which he declares to bo more 
absorbing than the conference itself. 
The correspondent says that as a res- 
ult of his enquiries he learns that .the 
.situation Is really strained, although 
both governments arc trying to con- 
ceal the fact. He assert that since 
June 20th, the question has entered 
upon an acute phase. Japan has boon 
sending, the United States extremely 
categorical notes, stating- without bit- 
terness, but in the clearest terms, that 
unless Washington is able to control 
California, Japan will consider her- 
self free to act directly against Cal- 
ifornia. Nothing, however, has been 
exchanged precluding ;i pacific settle- 
ment, but many of the Japanese at 
the Hague are of the opinion that the 
Japanese government ought to act 
without delay and not give America 
time to utilize her vast resources and 
greater than Japan's, to perfect- war- 
like preparations, In an editorial the 
Telegraph says it does not identify 
itself with the .statements of Its cor- 
respondent at The Hague, believing 
them to be charged with undue des- 
pondency. At the .same time, the pap- 
er continues, they are marie upon 
notable authority, and they cannot be 
read without profound uneasiness. The 
Telegraph i.s convinced, however, that 
the statesmanship of both countries 
will be strong enough and the. quies- 
cence of tlie two great nations arc 
enough to hold mad Chauvism in 
leash. 

"Nevertheless," the paper declares, 
"It is Impossible to deny the danger 
of the situation. The present peace 
conference from its opening, 
created disagreement and friction 
fending to make worse instead of im- 
proving the relations of the powers. 
The last assembly at The Hague, was 
followed by great conflicts, Wc can 
only pray that the present one may not 
bo succeeded by more terrible calam- 
ities." 

tn conclusion, after a full discus- 
sion of the points of difference, the 
Telegraph declares that it Is not a 
color question, but fundamentally an 
economic question. It says further- 
"We trust that our allies will take It at 
that, and realize that a point of na- 
tional honor has been accidentally 
caugltt up with the problem, but Is 
not permanently involved in it. Any 
attempt to settle the question by arms 
mean sooner or later a hundred years' 
conflict." 

Positive Denials 

Washington, July 10.— From the 
stuto department and from the Jap- 
anese embassy hero canto swift and 
convincing denials today of the ac- 
curacy of the statement cabled from 
The Hague to the London Dally Tele- 
graph and reprinted in this country 
to tho effect that Japan has made 
Categorical demands upon the United 
States government for satisfaction In 
connection with the treatment of Jap- 
anese in San Francisco and has served 
notices of her intention to deal with 
the Cullfornlans herself if the national 
government fails to do so. At the 
stato department it is said that the 
American public is fully aware of tlie 
nature of all the exchanges that have 
taken place on this subject, that there 
has been no correspondence of recent 
date and that there arc no negotia- 
tions In progress between the two 
governments. This .statement is fully 
confirmed at the Japanese embassy, 
whore, moreover, it i.s positively slat- 
ed that Ambassador Aoki i.s not go- 
ing to Japan next fall. 

Admiral Yamainoto's Greeting 

New York, July 10.— "I think the 
friendly relations of long standing be- 
tween the United States and Japan 
should be preserved and tlie passing 
storm disappear in tho waters of the 
Pacific ocean. I firmly believe that

Admiral Yam- 
atnoto made the occasion of his ar- 
rival an opportunity to dqny the re- 
ports from Toklo that the leadership 
of the progressive party would fall 
upon him on his return home, and 
that efforts would be made to over- 
throw the SalonJI ministry. He de- 
clined to express tin opinion on tlie 
intention of the United States to send 
a largo fleet of war vessels from the 
Atlantic to tho Pacific coast. The 
admiral will lake luncheon with Pres- 
ident Roosevelt on Friday at Oyster 
Bay. 

Toklo, July in. — The. report that 
Ambassador Aoki will be recalled is 
officially denied. 

The Fleet Movement 

Paris, July 10. — Another statement 
from nn authorized source issued this 
mmjnlng, adds to yesterday's inspired 
communication the affirmation that 
the decision of tho United States to 
dispatch the battleship fleet to the 
Pacific was taken long ago and was 
only deferred in order not to em- 
barrass the negotiations between 
Japan and the United States. The 
statement continues': "Wc may, 
therefore, be permitted to expect, tin 
early accord which will relieve the 
cruise of the fleet of the slightest 
suspicion of unfriendliness towards 
Japan." 1 
A Change of Tune 

Toklo, .luly 10.— The HpChI will to- 
morrow withdraw the interview with. 
Admiral Sakamoto, which It recently 
published, In which the admiral was 
quoted as saying that American naval 



officers were brilliant social figures, 
but deficient in professional training 
and practice, and that the crews of 
American ships would desert rather 
than fight Japan. Simultaneously 
with the withdrawal of this interview 
the Hocbi will publish an anonymous 
interview witli a Japanese naval ex- 
pert highly eulogistic of the efficiency 
of the United States navy, and the 
high standard of its gunners.

AGAINST TOBACCO TRUST 

U. S. Governmmcnt Takes Action in 
the Courts 

Xew York, July 10. — The govern- 
ment today filed in the United Slates 
circuit court in this city a petition 
against the American Tobacco com- 
pany tho Imperial Tobacco company, 
the British American Tobacco com- 
pany, tlie American Snuff company, 
tlie American Cigar company, tlie 
United Cigar Stores company, the 
American Stogie company, the jlacan- 
drows & Forbes company, the Conlcy 
company and 50 other corporation's 
and 211 Individuals connected witli the 
named companies. Tho corporations 
and Individuals constitute what is 
generally known as the tobacco trust, 
and tho petition directed against them 
sets for the purpose of tho govern- 
ment to dissolve this trust by break- 
ing up the agreements under which 
tho consolidated concerns are work- 
ing. In showing the growth of tho 
trust since its organization in 1S80 the 
conclusion Is reached that at an early 
day, unless prevented, it will com- 
pletely involve tho entire, tobacco In- 
dustry. That all of tho .defendants 
are engaged in interstate and foreign 
trade and commerce in leaf tobacco, 
and products manufactured therefrom, 
is alleged by tho petition. 

James G. Reynolds, the special as- 
sistant attorney-general, who filed tlio 
complaint In the tobacco cases, sale* 
today that criminal prosecution of 
some of tho defendants named in the 
case was highly probable, that tho 
Sherman law, under which the tictioti 
is being brought, makes a conspiracy; 
in restraint of trade o. criminal of- 
fence.

REFUSE LICENSE 



Marconi Company May Be Shut 
Out From This 
Coast 



PERMISSION IS NECESSARY 



No Land Stations Can Be Erected 
Without Consent of the Ottawa 
Authorities 



Contracts aro being let by Cecil 
Doutre, commissioner of wireless tele- 
graphs for tho Dominion government 
- for tho construction of tho proposed 
government stations, which aro to be 
equipped with the Shoemaker system. 
Work will bo commenced at once at 
Victoria, Vancouver, Capo Laze and 
Pachena stations and before the light- 
house tower Is completed at Estevan 
polnt_arrangements will bo made for 
a wireless telegraph station there. It 
Is understood that tho Dominion gov- 
ernment may refuse to grant licenses 
for tho establishment by tho Marconi 
company of private land stations on 
this coast. In order to establish a 
Wireless telegraph station permission 
must be secured from the government 
and a license obtained. Tho Marconi 
company has not secured such a li- 
cense. 

G. T. Legg, superintendent of the 
Union Steamship company, which has 
Installed Marconi apparatus on board 
tho company's steamer Carnosun, now 
on her way from this port to the 
north, when asked 'regarding exchange 
of messages between his steamer and 
tho government stations, said ho ex- 
pected communication to bo maintain- 
ed desplto tho fact that the govern- 
ment stations wero to be equipped 
with Shoemaker apparatus. He said 
that it was. a matter for settlement 
between tho Marconi company and the 
Dominion government. Mr. Legg 
.Will probably insist that tho apparatus 
placed on hoard tho Carnosun bo used 
to Interchange messages with any 
pthor system. 

An Ottawa dispatch snys tho Mar- 
coni company claims that Us con- 
tract made with tho government in 
1002 gives them a monopoly of tho 
Wireless business In Canada, to the ex- 
fcluslon of, oil other, jvlrolesa systonis. 



Tho government will not admit such 
a sweeping monopoly. Tho dispute 
has been brought to a head by the 
installation of tho Pacific wireless 
stations by the government and the 
avowed intention of tho government 
to operate these stations Itself. The 
Marconi company contend that they 
should have I /en given the right to 
erect and equip these stations and 
operate them for all time the. same 
as the Atlantic stations. 

Another action of the government 
against which Marconi is fighting in 
the Issuing of a new license without 
which no ship or station can do com- 
mercial wireless business in Canada. 
Tho license specifies that tho ship or 
company which receives it shall ex- 
change business with any other wire- 
loss company which offers It to them. 
Recently tho Marconi company ar- 
ranged to equip three C. P. It. steam- 
ers on the Pacific coast with wireless 
apparatus, and applied for licenses to 
operate them. Theso wero the first 
licenses for wireless Issued after the 
government had decided upon tho li- 
censing system. After receiving tho 
license tho company claimed that its 
rights wero infringed and declined to 
pay the license fee. They object to 
the provision that there shnll bo an 
exchange of business with any other 
company, The government believes 
that It is within its rights under tho 
contract.
